ACTION WAS BROUGHT TO 
- PROTECT EXPOSITION TICKETS 


Decision Upholds Contention of Rail- 
roads to Sell Tickets Conditioned 
for Use of Purchaser Only, With 


Guarantee ‘Against Transfer. 


Judge Amos Thayer handed down in the 
States Circuit Court of Appeals 

— morning a decision which is re- 
garded as a death blow to ticket scalping. 
The decision was rendered in the case 
97 ‘Wasserman and 29 other ticket 
against whom complaint was 

to Sudge Thayer last October by the 

Central, Baltimore & Ohio, Big 
and Louisville & Nashville railroads. 

- These railroads complamed that the 

brokers were selling unused portiins 
reduced-rate contract tickets to third 
persons and that they were prepared to do 
this upon an extensive scale during the 
‘World's Fair. 

The railroads asked’ the United States 
“Court to issue an injunction against this 
scalping of excursion tickets. 
ine defendants filed with Judge Thayer a 
‘@emurrer in which it was sought to have 
the injunction refused upon two grounds— 
first, on a point of equity, the defendants 


+ wileging that they were well within their 


rights; second, upon a point of multifari- 
ousness, the plaintiffs allying in their ac- 
tion when they should, properly, have act- 
ed independently. 

In his decision of Saturday morning 
Judge Thaver overruled the demurrer upon 
both points, which means that the rail- 
roads will be g'ven the injunction prayed 


in the complaint filed last October. 


Judge Thayer says: 

“The complaining parties have the right 
o sell round trip and commutation tickets 
over their respective roads at reduced rates, 
and on condition that they shall only be 
mood in the hands of the original purchas- 


ers, and shail hot be transferred. Contracte- 
et this sort between a sartier and its pas- 


engere are lawful.” 

He revitegs that the statute laws of the 
State of Missouri and also the interstate 
commerce law forbid the sale of sych tick- 
ets by any but the railroads.

RUDOLPH, AT Hl 
TRIAL, 1S FORSAKEN 


Not a Friend, Not a Member of His 


to Select Jury. 


The trial of William Rudolph at Union 
for the murder of Charles J. Schumacher. 
detective, in connection with 
the Union bank robbery, began Saturday 
morning in rather a listless manner. The 
courtroom was not more than half full of 
men, and most of those were members of 
the panel of 80 men from which the jury 
will de drawn. 

The feminine element was hardly notice- 
able. This is in strong contrast to the 
trial of Collins last July, when the women 
overran the courtroom, crowding the men 
out and even interfering with the bysi- | 
ness of the trial. 

At 2:30 Saturday afternoon six men had 
qualified for the Rudolph jury out of 24 ex- 
amined. 

One of the 18 men excused said his wife is 
a relative of Rudolph. 

Rudolph entered the courtroom at 10:45 
o'clock, guarded on either hand by a dep- | 
uty sheriff, while close behind him walked 
a Pinkerton detective. 

Rudolph's step was without energy and 
he looked pale and tired. When he took 
his seat deputy sheriffs sat on either side 
of him, and the Pinkerton man sat. behind, 
se close shat his knees were against the 
Daa ort Rudolph's chair. Other deputy | 
Sheriffs were scattered about the room and 
guarded the exits. Should Rudolph have 
the remotest idea of escape or rescue the 
guard is strong enough to handle the sit- 
uation. 

Rudolph is defended by two St. Louis at- 
torneys, J. A. Finch and J. R. Garstang, 
assisting J. H. Schaber. 

None of Rudolph's relatives or intimate 
friends were in the courtroom Friday 
morning, and it looked as if he was play- 
ing a lone hand so far as home support Is 
concerned. 

When the court opened the examination 
of jurors began and progressed so slowly 
that at noon only six had been interro- 
gated as to their qualification to become 
members of the panel of # men from 
whom the trying jury will be selected. 

Every man was subjected to a rigid ex- 
amination, both by the attorney for the 
state and defense. Of the six cxamined 
four were rejected. Three of these stated 


as to Rudolpk's gullt. and the fourth was 
opposed to capital punishment. 

If the rejections progress at this ratio, 
the lawyers say, it will be necessary to 
summon more veniremen. 

An examination of the venire shows only 
one man who is believed to be in any 
way closely connected with Rudolph. 
This is a man who was reared in the 
neighborhood of Rudolph's home, and who 
went to school with Rudolph's mother. 

Shortly after the examination of the 
venire began Rudolph's attorney objected 
to the return on the summonses made for 
the sheriff by George H. Bosbrink, a dep- 
uty county collector, the sheriff and his 
deputies ing debarred from serving 
them. 

The court overruled the objection, but 
instructed Bosbrink to amend his return, 
and the interrogation proceeeded. 

Rudolph apparently takes little interest 
in the selection of the panel, as he makes 
no suggestions to his attorneys and sel- 
dom looks at the jurymen.

REAL INDIAN HEARS 
OF ST. LOUIS “INDIANS” 
FOR SHAME! HE CRIES 


Gen. Pleasant Porter.

Forth by Chief 


Gen. Pleasant Porter, chief of the Creek 
Nation, probably the best-known fuil- 
blooded Indian in the United States, de- 
clares that St. Louis has done the rea] In- 
dian a serious injustice in applying his 
name to the type of dishonest politician 
that has recently been interfering with local 
elections. 

He is on his way from Washngton, where 
‘he was on business for the nation, to the 
= capital at Okmulgee, I. T. 

When he reaches Okmulgee, Gen. Porter 
and Cheesie Macintosh, another prominent 
Creek now in St. Louls, says he may re- 
port the matter to the congress of the na- 
tion, which consists of the House of Kings 
and the House of Warriors for its consid- 
‘eration and action. 
| In explaining why they consider the use 
‘of the term Indian ‘in tts St. Louis sig- 
nification, does the red man an injustice, 
they say that there are no “repeaters” 
among the Indians and that a real Indian 
never attempts to intimidate voters, drag 
| would-be voters out of line, disrupt con- 
jventions or accomplish any of the other 
‘picturesque results e to him by 
St. Loulsans.

No one is more honest in election matters 
than a real Indian. 

For 40 years I have been familiar with 
Indian election affairs, and I have never 
heard of a case of repeating or intimidation 
of a voter. Repeating is impossible in In- 
dian elections. and so far as intimida tion 
goes, the Indian is too good a citizen to 
attempt any such thing. 

Therefore, I am at a loss to understand 
why his name should have applied to the 
St. Louisans who have been causing s0 
much political excitement lately. 

I understand the term originated in St. 
Louis only a few years ago. I certainly 
never heard of it being used outside of St. 
Louis. 1 saw in print various times a men- 
tion of Butler Indians. I have never met 
Mr. Butler and paid little attention to the 
statements. I did not know whether the 
word Indian was used seriously or humor-

On general election days there are 
judges and clerks in the district through 
out the nation just like there are in St. 
Louls. 

Each polling place has a register of all 
eligible to vote. Any man over 18 properly 
registered can vote. 

When he enters the polling place he 
calls out his name, and if his name is on 
the books he then calls out the name of 
the candidate for whom he intends to 
vote. 

Each: candidate has a judge and a clerk 
and each has a separate record. When 
the voter announces the candidate for 
whom he wishes to vote each makes a 
record of it. 

At the close of the election the vote is 
counted and the judge and clerks com- 
pare their tigures and announce the re- 
sult to the voters wit usually remain 
around to listen. 

A duplicate of fhe result is sealed in the 
presence of ail the parties and forwarded 
to the house of kings. A committee of the 
house of kings and the house of warriors 


is then named to canvass the returns.

Rough-and-Tumble Fight in a Con- 
gressional Convention at 
Cleveland. 


CLEVBLAND, March 19.—Wild scenes of 
disorder marked the opening of the Twen- 
tleth District Republican congressional] con- 
vention here today, as a result of the fight 
between the Dick and Filipino factions.

Affidavits of Men Federal Employes 
Attacking Young Women Failed 
in Producing Evidence. 


“CHARACTER WITNESSES” IN 


As Stated, in Some Instances, Before 
Baumhoff Retired Some of the 
“Stars” Had Been Promoted. 


The exclusive publication in Friday's 
Pecst-Dispatch of the testimony taken se- 
cretly before National Civil Service Com- 
miseloner Foulke relative to the St. Louis 
postofuce scandal has aroused fresh inter- 
est in the Baumhoff caso. 

The fact that an effort (which, however, 
proved wholly unsuccessful) was made to 
impeach the character of other women em- 
ployes besides Miss Anna Dreyer, who was 
dismissed from the service without having 
been granted an opportunity to defend her- 
self, formed the basis of renewed and vig- 
orous comment wherever the postoffice 


trouble was discussed. 

Not one of the men who subscribed to 
affidavits attacking the character of cer- 
tain young women employes of the post- 
office, could produce a line of direct evi- 
dence when called before Commissioner 


Foulke. 

These character witnesses” still retain 
their positions in the postoffice. 

In some instances, it is stated, before Mr. 
Baumhoff retired as postmaster, some of 
the character witnesses’’ received promo- 


tions.

“What postoffice employes have you no- 
ticed in conference with Mr. McGrew?” 

„Mr. Ward, a gentleman from the regis- 
try division whose name I believe is 
Linchey, Mr. Murphy from the registry 
division and Mr. Wilson, a stamp seller.“ 

Mr. Linchev is superintendent of the 
money order division; Mr. Wilson has just 
been promoted by Postmaster Wyman to 
the position of aud%tor of substations and 
Mr. Murphy left the postal service some 
time ago. None of these men, who were 
classed. as ‘“anti-Baumhoff’’ conspirators, 
were dismissed, or even suspended.

Grew ‘were part of the conspiracy to ‘‘do 
up” the postmaster, although Cooper's 
testimony fails to support such an accusa- 
tion.2 

Cooper, when pressed to tell whom he 
had made his statement relative to the al- 
leged conspirators, answered: 

“IT made statements about Mr. McGrew's 
activity to George W. Baumhoff.

In an emphatic statement to the Post- 
Dispatch Saturday Col. E. C. Culp, 
chairman of the committee, says that 
Mrs. EXxckert-Lawrence was told that 
she could write a World's Fair ode; 
and, if she did, she should submit it in 
a plain envelope, like all the other con- 
testants, and take her chances with the 
rest. Col. Culp says: 

“On Oct. 22 last the committee on 
ceremonies definitely decided to have an 
ode to the World's Fair, which it was 
planned to have read in Festival hall at 
the opening of the Fair. At that time 
we wrote to Mrs. Eckert-Lawrence and 
told her that she could write an ode and 
submit it with the other contestants. 
One of the stipulations of the commit- 
tee was that the ode be of such length 
that it could be read within 10 minutes. 

“We received about 40 odes, not one 
of which was accepted, and two weeks 

o we decided that there should be no 
ode and so notified Mrs. Eckert-Law- 
rence and all the others. The abandon- 
ment of the ode idea was due in a meas- 
ure to a change in the program for the 
opening day. Our first idea was to have 
a gorgeous opening; but the program 
as now arranged calls for only sim- 
ple ceremony. 

Then we have decided that the Expo- 
sition hymn, which was written by 
Stedman and which has been set to mu- 
sic, takes the place of an ode, anyhow.”

PREJUDICE AGAINST SMITH 


Accused’s Attorney Says All Will Be 
Explained 80 as Not to Reflect 
on Their Characters.” 


Mrs. Harry Miller of Sikeston, formerly 
Miss Lydia Spieldoch of St. Louis, who, as 
was told exclusively in the Post-Dispatch, 
was Friday held by the coroner as acces- 
sory with Dr. Warren Smith in causing the 
death of her young husband, has given 
bond for $5000 for her appearance before the 
grandjury April 20, and has been released.

W. H. Miller of Jackson, 
one of Dr. Smith’s attorneys, said to the 
Post-Dispatch Saturday morning: 


“Dr. Smith has nothing to conceal in 
connection with this unfortunate  oc- 
currence. He courts the most complete 
investigation. The fact that he waived 
the preliminary examination is not to 
be taken as a concession on his part, 
but rather to give the state five weeks’ 
additional time in which to find testi- 
mony, if ch exists, by which to con- 
nect him ith the alleged crime. 

“The arrest of Mrs. Iller, like the 
arrest of Dr. Smith, grows out of cir- 
cumstances that are and will be easily 
and properly explained-in such a man- 
ner as not to reflect upon the character 
of either. 

“Dr. Smith was acting in the capacity 
of physician and nothing has been done 
which could lead an unbiased mind to 
believe there was any criminal intent. 
He asserts his innocence, and if need be 
would shift the burden of proof ‘from 
the state to himself in esta lishing it. 

‘The fight on Dr. Smith is due largely 
to prejudfe, and there is a general be- 
lief that Mrs. Miller’s arrest was pro- 
cured, not particularly with a view of 
convicting her, but rather to inflame the 
public mind. The entire fire is directed 
against Dr. Smith, who has built for 
himself a good practice and enjoys an 
enviable reputation.”

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Policemen, Indicted for Intimidating 
Voters, Are Presented to Act- 
ing Chief and Suspended. 


SEVERAL MORE YET TO COME 


Having Done So Much Board of Com- 
missioners Will Now Want to 
See What Court Does. 

John J. Lavin, Democratic city central 
committeeman from the Twenty-eighth 
ward, and leader of the “Indians” in the 
West End; John Berry, police sergeant in 
the Tenth district, and seven patrolmen of 
the same ‘district, stationed with him at 
the First district polling place of the 
Twenty-eighth ward at the Democratic pri- 
maries of last Saturday—all of whom were 
indicted Friday afternoon, as told in the 
Post-Dispatch, on the charges of intimi- 
dating voters—appeared in the Court of 
Criminal Correction Saturday morning and 
gave bond for their appearance for trial. 
The indicted patrolmen are 8. L. 
Woods, John Mohr, Timothy Sullivan, 
Frank Nally, Andrew Aylward, M. Car- 

brey and Timothy Flynn. 

They entered pleas of not guilty, and 
their cases were set for March 2. Lavin's 
bondsman is L. A. Dowlin, a retired mer- 
chant living at 5 Windermere place. The 
bonds of all the policemen are signed by 
William Tepe of 2725 Laclede avenue, and 
Frank Healy of 4449 Laclede avenue. Each 
of the bonds is for $200. 

After giving bond, the eight policemen 
presented themselves before Acting Chief 
of Police Gillaspy and were suspended, 
pending the decision of the court and ac- 
tion by the Board of Police Commissioners 
on their cases. 

The offenses with which the nine men 
are charged are classed as misdemeanors, 
and are punishable by a fine of $600, or im- 
prisonment for from six months to one 
year, or both. 

There are other cases pending before the 
grandjury. All the indicted men were in 
the Twenty-eighth ward. Witnesses have 
gworn to similar offenses by other In- 
dian’’ leaders and policemen at other poll- 
ing 1 especially in the Twenty-seventh 
ward. 


Other Indictments 


to Follow. 

It is expected that the grandjury will 
continue its investigations, and that other 
indictments will soon follow. 

The indictments of Lavin and the police- 
men were natural results of the accumu- 


lation of evidence against them, first pre- 
sented by the Post-Dispatch last Saturday 
and Sunday, and added to by well-known 
Democrats, who told of bei hindered, in- 
sulted and beaten by Indians at the 
polling places.
